Response to Arguments 
1. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. However new grounds of rejection are made with respect 
to 35 USC § 112. 



Oath/Declaration 

2. The Oath does not identify the citizenship of each inventor. 

It does not include the inventors signature or the signature is the wrong place. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The applicant has stated a corrected Oath was submitted on 1 1/3/2000. The examiner 
notes a "Notice to File missing parts of nonprovisional application" on 1 1/6/2000. 
However the examiner notes there is no record of a replacement oath. A replacement 
Oath with signatures and citizenship is needed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 3, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 3, and 17 state "one or more" 
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activation certificates, but then list a first and a second activation certificate. Since there 
cannot be "one" certificates comprising "a first and a second" certificate, these claims are 
indefinite. The examiner recommends changing "one" to "two". 

Claim 40 recites the limitation "said first key" in line 12. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. The term "said first key" appears to come from 
claim 39, which states "a first key". The examiner recommends incorporating claim 39 
into claim 40. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims, 3, 17 and 40 appear allowable over the prior art of record following correction 
of the 1 12 second paragraph rejection.
